EXTRA SESSION IN 
MICHIGAN 


Governor Jfin^reo Summons the Legisla- 


ture to "Frame Taxation Laws. 


Detroit, Mich., Dec. 14—-Governor 


Pingree has sent out a call for an extra 
session of the legislature to convene 
Dec IS. "To cor-sider the submission 
oC ar> amendment or amendments to the 
constitution which will permit the enj 
actment of laws which will provide for 
the equal taxation of all property by the 
assessment of the same at its cash .value 
and such other matters as shall bo sub- 
mitted by special message." 


The call for the spasial session tells 


of the passage of the Atkinson railway 
taxation bill by the last - legislature and 
the declaring of it unconstitutional last 
spring by the state supreme ,'court and 
says because of that decision a constitu* 
tional amendment is necessary "before 
laws can be enacted providing for equal 
taxation of all property." 


The governor in an address before the 


farmers' clubs and granges at Lansing 
last night denounced the last legislature 
as dishonest and blamed it for the defeat 
of good laws. He also advocated the 
election of United States senators by 
direct vote of the people. 


Religious Rights of the Natlvca Are to 


Be Fully Respected. : 


Washington, Dec. 14.—The agree-. 


ment bet-ween Gen. Bates and the sul- 
tan of Jolo, better known as the Jolo 
treaty, -which has been, sent to the 
senate by the president, is in part as 
follows: 


"The rights and dignity of the sul- • 


tan and his datos shall be fully re- 
spected; the Moros shall not be inter- 
fered with on account of their religion; 
all their religious customs shall be re- 
spected and no one shall be persecuted, 
on account of his religion. 


"Any person can purchase land in 


the archipelago and hold the same by 
obtaining the consent of the sultan 
and coming to a satisfactory agree- 
ment with the owner of the land. 


"All trade in domestic products of

Other paragraphs in the treaty pro- 


vide for the salary to be paid the sul- 
tan and his dates, protection of the 
islands and their inhabitants- and the 
punishment of offenders, native 
and 


foreign. 
Nothing Is said about the 


practice . of polygamy in the archipel- 
ago, except in the article on religion 
and religious rights..

of Pharmacy. 


E. B. Heimstreet of this city, secre 


tary of the board, was in attendance. 
How many of those examined will pass 
will not be known until this evening. 
The board devoted y.esterday to exam- 
ining the papers acd making up their 
report. 


"We want to make these examina- 


tions as practical as possible," said E. 
B 
Heimstreet, the secretary of the f 


board. "It is not enough that a drug- 
gist should be able to compound a pre- 
scription; he must be able to correct 
mistakes that may happen «through the 
want of time on the part of the physi- 
cian to give due consideration to his 
prescriptions. There are some articles 
that wont mix, or will not mix in the 
proportions in which they have been 
culled for by the prescription, and then 
again there are chemicals that cannot 
be put together without danger. Of 
course we have an examination on the 
theoretical side of pharmacy. For ex- 
ample, we have thirty questions bearing 
on the subjects of pharmacy, chemistry 
and botany, which the applicants are 
given three hours to answer. 


"I

Mr, Heimstreet, as he gathered up his 
papers at the conclusion of the examina- 
tion last evening, -'that I am proud of 
my connection "with this board. I was 
appointed in 1882, was elected sesretary 
and have been re-elected every year 
sinre.

Dispatches

Otis- Confirm 


Officials In the Opinion That the

Washington, Dec. 14.—The secretary 


of war regards the information con- 
veyed in Gen. Otis' dispatches Wednes- 
day as the most important that has 
come to hand for months past. 
The 


capture' of Mabini. reported by Mac- 
Arthur from Bayombong,"is especially 
gratifying. 
It is believed that the Fil- 


ipino leader was trying to make his 
way across country from Bangued, 
•where he had been obliged to part 
company with Aguinaldo a fortnight 
ago, to the east coast of Luzon. 


The members of the Philippine com- 


mission now in Washington declare 
without reserve that Mabini was the 
head and front of .the insurrection. 
Aguinaldo was only a figurehead. Ma- 
bini was the brain and directing pow- 
er behind him. He is a paralytic, an 
old man, but o£ extraordinary ability, 
and his counsels are always conclu- 
sive with the Filipinos. He was con- 
cerned in the first uprising against the 
Spaniards. 
For a short time he wav- 


ered upon Aguinaldo's breach with the I 
Americans, but finally cast his fortunes | 
with :the insurrection, and was presi- 
dent of the council. He was also the 
financial strength of the movement, 
as without 
his backing 
Aguinaldo 


•would have had no credit. 


Whole Province Is Captured. 


Next in importance to the capture of 


Mabini in the developments of the 
campaign was the bold stroke of Capt. 
McCalla of the Newark in capturing 
the whole province of Cagayan. With 
MacArthur holding the province of 
Isabella adjoining, and Young's hold- 
ings on the opposite or western shore 
of the upper peninsula, the American 
forces are now in technical occupa- 
tion of the whole northern end of 
Luzon from a point just north of the 
gulf of Lingayen.
